FRAUGHT WITH DANGER, 

Senator Sherman’s remarks in favor of 
closer relations with Canada, although made 
by way of offset to the President’s message of 
retaliation, are thought to be fraught with a 
dangerous meaning. The calmness with 
which American statesmen regard the ques- 
tion and the willingness with which they wait 
for the ripening pear to drop, stirs apprehen- 
sion. Every dispute shakes the tree and also 
shakes the English with an ague of fear. 

The peril is all the greater because there are 
many liberal people in England who are will- 
ing to let Canada go if she wishes to, and no- 
bedy in the United States would have her 
come against her will, Neither want to fight 
about it, and itisthis which would make a 
transition dangerously easy. Now, the vast 
majority of English people are opposed 
to parting with any portion of 
British territory for any reason. They pretend 
to leave the question to Canada as if it were 
her own affair, to be decided by her, but they 
will never permit her to declare for agnexa- 
tion, and they do not expect her to do so. 

THE TRADITIONAL POLICY. 

Whatever disputes arise between her and 
the mother country England will keep a firm 
hand upon her dominions until the law of 
manifest destiny is revealed to the eyes of 
both. Therumor that the Government’ in- 
tended to reopen negotiations with the United 
States for the settlement of the questions 
at issue between Canada and the United 
States has been contradicted on good 
authority. England postpones all American 
questions until after the presidential ¢lection. 
She regards everything affecting her interests 
now agitated in the United States as campaign 
movements, having no real basis or 
importance, and as likely to vanish 
from the political sky after tne 
election. The struggle between free trade 
and protection interests her deeply as a vital 
issue. The other elements in the presiden- 
tiaicontest do not attract her attention be- 
cause she does not understand them. Internal 
American politics have always been a sealed 
book to Englishmen.

It threads on one jine, 
joining Constantinople and Vienna, the States 
of Bulgaria and Servia, and the effect must be 
to draw closer the bonds between Turkey, the 
new principalities andthe Austro-Hungarian 
Empire. Atthe same time that the abdsorp- 
tion in Europe of what remains of Turkey is 
hastened, the influence of Austria over the 
process is enormously increased.

AN INEVITABLE EVENT. 


The opinions of Count Von Moltke, pub- 
lished in 1845, have undoubtedly had great in- 
fluence on the mind of the young Emperor. 
Von Moltke, referring to the neutral attitude 
of Austria in the earlier wars of this century 
between Russia and the Porte, thought the 
Austrian Government was only handing down 
to posterity ‘‘the task which Austria will 
sooner or later be obliged to undertake, the 
overthrow of the Ottoman Empire or of regu- 
lating the .course of this perhaps inevitable 
event.*’

Tas WHITECHAPEL MYSTERY. 

The strange fascination which the mys- 
terious and the horrible possess for man- 

- cate striking illustration in the 
pel murders. - 

_ Every particle of information about the 
human fiend and the ghastly crimes is 
eagerly devoured. The identity, motives, 
methods and condition of mind of the 
criminal are exhaustless sources of specu- 
lation. The fruitless search forclues is 
eagerly followed and covery shadow of 
suspicion is discussed with avidity. The 
desireto read all about such crimes is 
identical with the impulse which leads 
men and women to gaze shudderingly on 
mangled remains or to view with rising 
gorge the repulsive scenes of the morgue 
or dissecting-table. 

While deprecating the cultivation of 
this morbid taste, the Post-DispatTcH 
meets the demand for information by 
fully detailing the developments of the 
case and by giving the opinions of experts 
in medical science and police and crimi- 
nal methods. Accepting the theory that 
it is one person and a man who committed 
the crimes, it seems to be generally 
agreed that they are the work of a luna- 
tio, whose murderous hallucinations may 
have some religious tendency. The ab- 
sence of apparent cause and the presence 
of inhuman and unfeasoning brutality 
force this conclusion. 

One notable feature of the case, con- 
sidering the boldness and number of the 
crimes, is the utter helplessness of the 
London police. Itis likely to shatter that 
respect for the Scotland Yard man, 
which has been carefully nurtured 
by drama and novel. The action 
of the Gilbertian policeman who dis- 
covered the last victim in Mitre 
Square, still warm and bleeding, and who 
called in anotber policeman before he 
dared turn his lantern on the murdered 
wretch and was made ill by the sight of 
blood, does not inspire confidence. Nor 
does the stupidity of his associates, who 
failed to search the square, create respect 
for their courage or ability. But the en- 
tire police force should not be judged too 
hastily. The vile calling of the victims 
makes them accomplices in secrecy, and 
the debased crowds of the dens and alleys 
of Whitechapel make it the loneliest spot 
for crime that could be selected. 

All things considered, the escape of the 
author of the famous Texas crimes is more 
remarkable than the present immunity 
of the Whitechapel murderer. But who- 
ever the criminal and whatever the 
motive may be, the final chapter in the 
horrible story will be awaited with deep- 
ening interest. Meanwhile the pubiic 
may depend on the Post-Disratcoa to 
give all the news about it.

NG THE THIEVES. 


What are ‘walled ‘*fence-houses’’—the re- 
sorts, caches and sleeping places of organ- 
ized thieves—exist in pienty in the White- 
chapel District. The thieves have some honor 
arbong them, too. While they wiil never hes- 
itate to fleece a stranger of the last bit of 
clothing he has they will never attempt to rob 
a ‘*pal.’’ Whole houses, which ostensibly 
are used for ‘‘lodgings,’”’ are occupied by 
these ruffians. In many cases they are de- 
serted warehouses and buildings which were 
Once used for purposes of commerce, but 
which have fallen away and are now 
crumbling to pieces from disuse. It would be 
a bard matter to tell the difference between a 
fence-house and the ‘‘lodging.’’ the latter, 
the same order of building as the former, 
and which has been securec from the owner 
fora nominal rent, eye “ hundreds. 
hight’s lodgin costs a or two. Men, 
women and children are led together on 
the floor, where they i. o best they can. 
To the fence-house the police never penetrate 
andeven if they conld there are too many 
headquarters for thieves in the place to repay 
the treuple. 

In describing the surroundings of one of 
these places to which the ‘Artful Dodger’’ 
was conducting Oliver, the novelist says: 


**Although Oliver had enough to occupy his 
attention in keeping sightof his leader, he 
could not help bestowinga few hasty glances 
on either side of the an 6 he passed along. 
A dirtier or more wretched place be bad never 
seen. The street was very narrow and muddy, 
and the air was impregnated with filthy odors. 
There were a good many small shops; but the 
one stock In trade appeared to be heaps of 
children, Who, even at that time of the night, 
were crawling inand out at the doors, or 
screaming from the inside. The sole 
places that seemed 4 prosper amid the gen- 
eral blight of the place, were the public- 
houseg; and in them the lowest orders of Irish 
were bane + hie por bee and main. Ooy- 
ered ways and yards, which here and there 
aiverged yh the in street, disclosed little 
knots of houses, ere drunken men and 
women were positively wallowing in filth; and 
from several of the door-ways,great, ill-look- 
ing fellows. were cautiously eme rein. bound, 
to all appearance, on no very well-disposed or 
harmless érrands.’ . 

SOENES OF DEBAUCHERY. 

The saioons and drinking-houses in White- 
chapel, as Dickens remarks, flourish more 
than any other line of trade. There is much 

ilt and tinsel about them. They are bril- 

mantly Uluminated and the larger gin-houses, 
in addition to the bar, have a shed to the rear 
in which are tables and chairs. Abandoned 
womengof ali ages, clothed forthe most part 
in filthPrag¢s, rivaliin numberthe moré than 
abandoned men who crowd into these places 
and quarrelover the drinking. A mere glance 
at any One of these women, be she young or 
old, would cause a person unnsed to such 
sights to shadder. It is hard to sa 
whether me peaqertnr of them are 
young or middle-aged. ot pag 
number. and varlety is bewllderin 
The wrinkled, gray-huaired, toothless and fou 
smelling hag elbows the girl of 15, who long 
since forgot what decency meant. Their lives 
and their methods are too revolting ever for 
the hardened man to think of, much less to 
describe, Every thief, murderer and crim- 
inal who can find no refuge from the arm of 
the law in other parts of London goes to 
Whitechapel, where be feels secure. The 
lace is a esteriag sore—a veritable blotch on 
he surface of civilization. 


PETTICOAT LANE. 

Near Whitechapel street is a narrow little 
by-way called Petticoat Lane. ‘This place,’’ 
says an authority, referrin mah condition 

‘*ig essentially t ‘old clothes’ 
Recriot ‘Embracing the atroote and weg fe 
adjacent to Petticoat Lane and including the 
rows of old boots and shoes on the ground, 
there is, perhaps, between two and three 
miles of old clothes. Petticoat Lane proper 
is long and nerrow, and to look down it is to 
look down a vista 6f many colored gar- 
ments ulike on the sides and on the ground. 
The effect sometimes is very striking from tie 
variety of hues and the constant filtting or 
gathering of the crowd into littie groups of 
bargainers.’’

Kentucky Growers of the Weed Getting 
powe to Business.

EVANSVILLE, Ind., October 6.—Thé conven- 
£ion of tobacco farmers of Western Kentucky 
at Princeton has just closed, to meet again 
October 16.

Resolved, That when this convention ad- 
journs it will meet again on Monday, Uctober 
15, at which time all the tobacco-growers are 
cordially invited to be present, and that the 
Chairman be po ge to invite the tobacco 
men of Olarksville, Paducah, Hopkinsville 
and Louisville to address the convention.

Upon this the phame Mrs. Lee promptly left 
him, and all the toadies and fiatterers whom 
his extravagance had drawn around him did 
likewise. After knocking about fora time in 
cheap lodging and efting-houses Lee 
accepted a position with a nerve food 
company, from which he soon embezzled 
a few hundred dollars with which he de- 
camped from Montreal. Being now a fugitive 
from justice in Canada as well as in the States, 
hesoon grew we of being hunted by the 
bloodhounds of justice from covert to covert, 
and at length voluntarily surrendered bimeelf 
to the New Jersey authorities, preferring even 
Jersey justice for the greater of his crimes to 
that of Canada for the lesser. He was accord- 
ingly taken across the border and the Montre- 
al colony of embezziers willknow him no 
more forever. 

Bat interesting as are the stories of ms many 
American embezzilers in this oi that of 
Adam Morse, a colored man from sorgia, is 
worthy of quite as much attention. A son of 
his, riding on a railway trainto school, got 
into an altercation with a drunken white con- 
ductor, who caught the boy’s arm in his punch 
and seriously injured it. he boy was decid- 
edly in ther right, and his father, on learning 
the circumstances, immediately visited the 
conductor’s house to talk the matter over. 
The man of the punch assaulted him, and in 
self-defense the colored man handled bim 
pretty roughly. To Py ae lynching by the 
whites, Morse fied Montreal, whence the 
Georgia authorities “nid everything | in their 
power to extradite him for assault with intent 
to murder. -Great sympathy was aroused for 
him among the American white and colored 
residents here, andthe extradition proceed- 
ings were fought so long and so vigorously 
that they were finally abandoned. Morse has 
brought his apne here, has acquired consid- 
erable wealth and lives in hsnasome style.

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American issues of the present 
Several of the colonial and State coins, which 
were minted between 1612 and 1787, are scarce, 
but not so scarce as numerous later emis- 
sions. In 1787 an act was passed empowering 
one James Jarvis to mint 800 tons of copper 
coin of the Federal standard, and no fewer 
than fifty-one different varieties of his 
**Fagios,’’ or ‘‘sundial cents,’’ as they are 
called, are recognized by colléctors. These, 
however, are comparatively common. It is 
some of the issues of the United States Mint 
proper that are now so eagerly sought after. 
The act which éstablished the first United 
States Mint was passed on March 8,1791. The 
corner-stone of the building was iaid in a 
plot of groundsin Seventh street, Philadel. 
phia, in July, 1792, and work began in the 
same year, under David Rittenhouse, whom 
Washington had appointed director. It is re- 
corded that the first purchase of metai for 
coinage consisted of six pounds of old cop- 
per.

Our finest skill, however, was shownin the 
recent deeds of the Hon. James E. Bedell, who 
in four fleeting years amassed $264,000 by sell- 
ing mortgages to the clients of asmall firm of 
large lawyers, gaining also a salary of $7,500 a 
year from said lawyers for attending to their 
real estate affairs. Mr. Bedell was Ohairman 
of our Subcommittee on Burgling, and his 
process was as simple as it was effective. He 
would first find some bloated bond-holding 
gentieman who wanted to soak some of his 
gains in real estate; then he would run his 
fine discriminating eye over a choice piece of 
city property, no matter to whom it belonged; 
then he would execute a forged mortgage for 
the said property to said bloated gentleman, 
and finally Mr. Bedell wonld salt down part of 
the proceeds thereof in his own Westchester 
farms, and partin gigs, saddles and other 
speculative paraphernalia of a policy shop at 
No. 180 Broadway, New York. j 

Mr. Bedell might haye continued to flourish 
by this interesting course of finance, had not 
one Mr. Koop, who bought a mortgage, not 
been Vulgarly suspicious enough to have the 
document examined atthe Recorder’s office, 
where its ethereal character was determined. 
Mr. Koop then sent for Inapector Byrnes, who 
promptly kooped up Mr.. Bedellin durance 
vile. 

Progressive and scientific as these feats have 
been, however, the results show that there is 
still room for improvement, and it becomes 
our duty to call the attention of inventors to 
the needs of burglars, which are hourly grow- 
ing more pressing and important. 

The pernicious discrimination and moral 
turpitude of the Patent Office is shown in its 
refusalto protect the inventor of 4 new sec- 
tional jimmy, an improved sand-bag or an 
automatic safe-drill, while readily issuing 
caveats to inventors of a new liver pill, and 
copyrights on anything from a magnetic 
corset to a volume of Cenfury poems—and this 
bas retarded the advance of our profession 
more than anything which can be named. 
Indeed, it has almost seemed, sometimes, as 
though a concerted and malignant attempt 
were being made by the Government to 
discourage burglary, if not to kill it 
altogether, and as yet no Senator or Repre- 
sentative has had manhood enough t6 stand 
up in the halle of the natién and thd@fider bis 
disapproval of the official impediments cast in 
the way of hard-working men trying to turn a 
midnight penny. 

I remember the difficulties I once eneoun- 
tered in opening a small eet yg, base in Nash- 
ville, Tenn, I had invented a burglar-alarm, 
but was¢ienied a patent. The alarm could be 
so set as to give timely warning to the burglar 
before the cops could get into the building. I 
opened the front door and was, with my part- 
ners, at work upon the gafe with such prim- 


itive means as were at our disposal, when the 
alarm went off.

* WHERE THEY FISH FOR AMBER. 


The World’s Supply Caught in the Waves 
| of the Baltic Coast. 
From the Boston Herald. 

The bulk of the amber supply of the world 
comes now from the region known as the 
Samiland, on the east Prussia coast of the Bal- 


between Kurisches Haff and Frisches Haft, 
and from the lighthouse at Brusterot can be 
seen with tbe naked eye the whole stretch of 
coaston which the precious petrifaction is 


now found, and from which it has come 
for 3,000 ars. The belt of ‘*blue earth’’ 
in whic the detached fra 

amber are found Nes from twen 

feet below the surface of the beach. 

ber can be; and 1s to some extent, obtained by 
mining, but under the waterthe vein comes 
much nearer to the surface, and is frequently 
exposed entirely by the action of the waves, 
so that ishing for the amber is easier than 
digging, and most of it is obtained in that 
way. 


The amber fishermen are not Germans, but 
a Samaite race of Kurish origin, ancient foes 
of the Oossack and the Russ. ey are a vig- 
orous and hardy race, and wusd to be 
carry on their business. They work in 
stormy weather, when the waves have 
loosened masses of amber from the ocean bed 
and are roliing i¢ about in the surf, min- 

led with great masses of seaweed. The 

hermen, with long hook forksand handa- 
nets, wade shoulder deep into the water. The 
women stand along the shore as near as. they 
caa tothe waves. he men with their forks 
poms up the masses of seaweed and drag them 
mn toward the shore as much as possible. 
With the nets they endeavor to gather in 
pieces of amber that may be floating about in 
the water. As fast as the seaweed is got to 
shore it is sed to the women, who pick 
from it the bits of amber that reg to it, and 
eee them into bags to be sold to the dealers. 
ome dealers stay about the beach while the 
fishing is going on, hoping to catch up some 
particularly valuable specimen before any one 
else has a chance at it. 

After the storm is over there remains the 
most profitable part ot the harvest to be gath- 
ered. The amberthat can be got while the 
storm is raging is mostly in small pieces, but 
large blocks of it disentangled by the waves 
are too heavy to be washed within reach of 
the fishermen. When the sea is smooth 
enough for the bottom tobe seen through 
from five to fifteen feetof water, the fishermen 
row out and look for these blocks, recovering 
them by long pronged forks and nets. 

The amber is also obtained in more syste- 
matic fashion from the reefs, some three- 
quarters of a mile off shore, where the 
meeting of different currents has caused 
t to be heaped immense 

uantities of rubbish. 

or ten months year a little 
fieet of black boats is anchored over these 
reefs, the largest and most valuable of which 
is 600 feet long by 400 feet wide, and divers 
sent down, one from every boat, are king 
about amid the seaweed, discovering blocks 
of the amberand raising it tothe surface. 
Each diver remains under water for five hours 
ata stretch, and the labor is said to be very 
trying. Sometimes biocks so large are dis- 
covered that it takes two or even three men to 
bring them to the surface. Such masses as 
this bring fancy prices, from $75 to $150 each, 
the ne gy amber bringing only about 4.98 a 
pare The water, during most of the fish- 
ng season, is icy cold, and the divers have to 
endure great hardships.
